England today, smashing records 
for early winter, .burying Aroos- 
took county, Me., under a 14- 
inch mantle of white, imperil- 
ing the rjotato crop and, beating 
off the coast with gaie force, 
menaced shipping. 


Throughout New England the 


snow blinded automobilists and 
made roads slippery. The mer- 
cury in many places dropped in- ' 
to the 30's. 


Although hurled from his car 


when it left the Harlansburg road, 
crashed thorugh the protecting fence 
then upset and took fire, Edward 
Jones, 45, of 1413 Sixth street, Can- 
ton, O., has only lacerations of the 
head, face and legs in the New Cas- 
tle hospital today as',a result. He 
was enroute toward this city when 
the accident occurred last night at 
a point approximately five miles 
from the ctiy line where the old 
macadam and concrete join. 


According to reports of the acci- 


dent collected by the state highway 
patrol, Jones was driving toward 
New Castle and evidently lost control 
of his sedan while descending the 
hill about 9:45 p. m. Friday.

•went over the hill. Jones was cata- 
pulted from the driver's seat as the 
car tumbled down the hill.

snowstorm, accompanied by low 
temperatures, swept over New 
England today, smashing records 
for early winter, .burying Aroos- 
took county, Me.', under a 14- 
inch mantle of white, imperil- 
ing the potato crop and, beating 
off ths coast with' gale force, 
menaced shipping. 


Throughout New England the 


snow blinded automobilists and 
made roads slippery. The mer- 
cury in many places dropped in- ' 
to the 30's. 


Although hurled from his car 


when it left the Harlansburg road, 
crashed thorugh the protecting fence 
then upset and took fire, Edward 
Jones, 45, of 1413 Sixth street, Can- 
ton, p., has only lacerations of the 
head, face and legs in the New Cas- 
tle hospital today as-;a result. He 
was enroute toward this city when 
the accident occurred last night at 
a point approximately five miles 
from the ctiy Une where the old 
macadam and concrete join. 


According to reports of the acci- 


dent collected by the state highway 
natrol, Jones was driving toward 
New Castle and evidently lost control 
of his sedan while descending the 
hill about 9:45 p. m. Friday. 


The car ripped along the cables, 


broke down five cable poles and 
went over the hill. Jones was cata- 
pulted from the driver's seat as the 
car tumbled down the hill. 


Car Takes Fire. 


When the ear stopped finally it 


caught fire. Within a few moments 
it was blazing fiercely. 
A passing 


autoist named Rogers, according to 
the sla'te~'Highway patrol, saw the' 
burning car. He left his machine 
and rushed toward the car. He dis- 
covered Jones 
lying unconscious 


about 40 feet from the car and hur- 
ried him to the New Castle hospital 
when he found no one was in the 
blazing, machine. 


When Jones regained conscious- 
ness he remarked something about 
his wife, which caused a belief at 
the time that his wife might have 
been in the car. 
State Highway Patrolman Hoy- 


man, who was dispatched from the 
local patrol station to investigate the 
accident, 
reports, however, that 
Jones was found to have been alone 
in the car. 


Attaches at the New Castle hos- 


pital today said that Jones' condi- 
tion is satisfactory but those who ar- 
rived first on the scene last night 
claim he had a miraculous escape 
from death.

Due October 15

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—Ger- 


many today notified the State De- 
partment of its intention to pay in 
cash half of the approximately S2,- 
000,000 October 15th interest pay- 
ment due American investors in the 
Dawes plan loan.

NE of the things which is now concerning the government at 


Washington is the extension of our foreign trade. -.Serious 


statesmen like Cordell Hull, Secretary of State, believe that this 
is one way to restore our prosperity. 


Whether'or not this is true, and there are of course various 


kinds of foreign trade, it must be admitted that while one branch 
'of the administration is seeking to stimulate our exports another 
is, perhaps unconsciously, making it harder and harder for our 
farmers to sell their produce abroad. 


When we go into the foreign markets we must compete 


with foreign producers. To sell meat products, grains and cot- 
ton in Europe we must compete with Canada, Australia, Egypt 
and Russia, and must undersell them or at least meet their 
prices if we are to do much business. - But the' AAA is raising 
our cost of farm production Instead of decreasing it, thus mak- 
ing it harder and harder to sell abroad. As one shrewd Middle 
Western business man and farmer said recently: 


"I just bought some pork and beef this morning, and paid 


$1.08 for what would have cost us 50 cents three or four months 
ago. The present situation is cutting the consumption of.pprk 
tremendously. 
If they don't stop kiting prices our future as 


an exporter of foodstuffs is at an end and we are in danger 
of losing our position as the dominant cotton growing country 
of'the worl'd. Fourteen cent cotton in this country means that 
Brazil, Russia, India, Egypt and other cotton growing countries 
will increase, their own production, while we are decreasing ours, 
so taking care of their own needs and filling the place formerly

MORE MILLIONS 


The proposal that the federal government provide hospital care 


lor everybody unable to pay lor it themselves is-now advanced. 


The plan comes from Franklin S. Edmonds, a former president 


of the National Tax association. 
The money with which it would be 


financed would come from a 5 per cent sales tax on manufacturers. The 
proponent of the plan estimated such a tax would raise $1,000,000,000 
a year—quite a neat sum in even these days of big totals. But appar- 
ently more would be needed as the author of the scheme proposes that 
the revenue from the federal tax be distributed among states which would 
co-operate in the federal aid plan, presumably by matching the amount 


- of federal aid.

GERMANY'S EXPERIENCE 


How trilling bureaucracy can be to economic life is finding il- 


lustration now in Germany, where the government recently took over 
•ontrol of foreign* trade and with it the greater part of industry. 


Twenty-five control boards were established as the plan went into 


effect September 24. These were to have, supervision over all import 
commodities. According to a special dispatch, "the result has been an al- 
most complete paralysis of business, and virtually all foreign trade has 
been at a standstill since the plan went into effect." 


The causes are described as many, among them being the vast 


amount of red tape and the bureaucratic machinery that operates the new 
system. Business men are represented as storming the boards, bu! 
•without obtaining any satisfactory results. Some of the boards admit 
then- helplessness. Others refuse personal interviews. 


The situation brings out sharply some of the evils of government 


Interference in private business. 


LONG LIFE ON THE FARM 


If you would live to a ripe old age go to or remain on the farm. 
This is one of the interesting findings made by the public health 


service hi a study covering 10 states. Agricultural workers in the states 
studied were shown to have a much lower death rate than successful 
business and professional men. 


The mortality rate of agricultural workers per 1,000 population, be- 


tween the ages of 15 and 64, was 6.2 per cent. That of professional men 
•was 1 per cent. The highest rate, 13.1 per cent, was for unskilled work- 
ers, while the rate for all.classes was 8.7 per cent. Contributing factors 
to the high death rate in the unskilled class included diet, housing, 
•amount of medical care, contact with infected persons and low income. 
.Tuberculosis and pneumonia were the two most outstanding causes, with 
'accidents ranking third.

WOMEN IN BUSINESS 


Some interesting facts a b o u t 


wcmen in business and the profes- 
sions were recently revealed in a 
Department of Labor announcement 
giving the results of a survey con- 
ducted by the National Federation 


j of Business and Profesional Wom- 


j en's Clubs. In the survey more.than 
20,000 members of the 1,350 clubs 
affiliated with the federation were 
questioned. Among other things it 
shows that the average age of wom- 
en in business and professions is 
39%. More than one-fifth of the 
women questioned were 50 years or 
over. About two-thirds. were spin- 
sters, while more than one-half, of 
the remainder were married, the 
others being widows or divorcees. A 
little more than one-third 
had 


worked less-than 10 years, while 
three-tenths had worked 20 years or 
more, and many as long as 30 years. 
'Another rather striking revelation is 
that half of the number had re- 
ceived no education beyond the 
high school. Only about one-sixth 
of the total were college graduates. 
Seven-eights were salaried workers, 
the remainder being independent 
workers, principally in the profes- 
sions. 
Women doctors made the 


highest earnings while salesladies 
got the lowest pay. But none of the 
salaries or earnings could be con-, 
sidereds "big".

The proposal that the federal government provide hospital care 


lor everybody unable to pay lor it themselves is-now advanced. 


The plan comes from Franklin S. Edmonds, a former president 


of the National Tax association. 
The money with which it would be 


financed would come from a 5 per cent sales tax on manufacturers. The 
proponent of the plan estimated such a tax would raise $1,000,000,000 
a year—quite a neat sum in even these days of big totals. But appar- 
ently more would be needed as the author of the scheme proposes that 
the revenue from the federal tax be distributed among states which would 
co-operate in the federal aid plan, presumably by matching the amount 
of federal aid. 


A manufacturers tax of the kind proposed, of course, would be 


merely a tax on the consumer, to whom it would be passed. 


Hospitalization for the needy is an important problem. Thosa 


unable to pay for proper medical attention should receive it free. This 
is a work of charity but many persons doubt whether the time has come 
•when the federal government should engage in charitable work of this 
kind on a national scale. States and local communities have been 
taking care of it In the past, and it seems to be properly their task.

GERMANY'S EXPERIENCE 


How trifling bureaucracy can be to economic life is finding il- 


lustration now in Germany, where the government recently took over 
•octroi of foreign trade and with it the greater part of industry. 


Twenty-five control boards were established as the plan went into 


effect September 24. These were to have supervision over all impart 
commodities. According to a special dispatch, "the result has been an al- 
most complete paralysis of business, and virtually all foreign trade has 
been at a standstill since the plan went into eifect." 


The causes are described as many, among them being the vast 


amount of red tape and the bureaucratic machinery that operates the new 
system. 
Business men are represented as storming the boards, but 


•without obtaining any satisfactory results. 
Some of the boards admit 


their helplessness. Others refuse personal Interviews. 


The situation brings out sharply some of the evils of government 


interference in private business.

Engineer G i v e s Proposal 
For Basing Cost Of Union 
Township Connections 


SHOWS SYSTEM COST 
FOR CITY TO BUILD 


Council and supervisors of Union 
Township will meet Monday for the 
purpose of discussing the study of 
the sanitary sewer plant and system 
in this city and a decision may be 
reached later as to whether the sup­ 
ervisors would be willing for resi­ 
dents to pay the cost the city would 
charge for permitting connections 
to the city sewer system. If they do 
the FT.VD will be asked to build the 
sewer system in Union Township, 
according to city officials. 
Hoskins report given both Union 
Township supervisors and council 
says: 
“Several methods of approach to 
this problem in my judgment would 
arrive at almost the same conclu­ 
sion. Several of these methods would 
entail a great deal of work and in 
my judgment would make no ma­ 
terial change in the result. 
“The solicitor and I both believe 
that this method of approach is as 
equitable as any that can be deter­ 
mined and for that reason I feel 
that if council sees fit, it should be 
the annual amount of rental to the 
city for service of its kind.” 
He cites figures as follows: 
The value of the disposal plant 
(land) is $43,728.30 and the 
con­ 
struction cost wras S45M36.53 or a 
total of $494,864.83. He gives the op­ 
erating cost of the plant from 1927 
to 1933, as $87,974.46 and the aver­ 
age operating cost per year at $12,- 
667.78. He gives the operating cost of 
the sewer system including sanitary 
and storm fo r. the same period at 
$7P,838.C5 and divided equally would 
be $39,419.03 or an average operat­ 
ing cost of $5,631.29. 
“It will be seen from these fig­ 
ures,” he reports, “that the total 
cost of the sanitary 
sewers 
con­ 
structed from 1905 until the present 
time was $364,105.29 and the total 
number of feet constructed during

the same time was 209,756 feet, from 
which an average cost of $1.7358 per 
lineal foot can be arrived at. 
“The last annual report of the city 
shows a total of 86,698 miles and 
this multiplied by 5,280 feet in a 
mile equals a total length of 457,- 
765.44 lineal feet in the 
sanitary 
sewer system. If this length of the 
entire sewer system of 457,765.44, is 
multiplied 
by 1.7358, the 
average 
cost per foot over the 30 year per­ 
iod shows the total value of 
the 
sewer system now at $794,598.25. 
“If this be added to the $494,684.83, 
show'n to be the actual value of the 
disposal plant these two items will 
show the total cost of the system, 
including plant and main to be $1,- 
289,454.08. If six percent interest is 
figured on this amount, the result is 
$77,367.25. which I believe to be car­ 
rying cost of the whole system in 
dollars per year to the city taxpay­ 
ers. 
“Now, from the above,” the report 
states, “it is also shown that the av­ 
erage maintenance of the 
sewage 
disposal plant is $12,567.78 per year, 
while the cost of maintaining the 
sewers thvmselves is $5,631.29. When 
these three items are added wre get 
a result of $95,566.32, the 
annual 
cost to the city for the whole sys­ 
tem. 
“The 1930 census shows the popu­ 
lation of the city as 48,674, and if 
an average of four is used to the 
family the minimum of families will 
be 12,169 residing in the city. 
“We feel this number 
to be as 
close an estimate to the number of 
connections actually in use in the 
city, so that if the total annual cost 
to the city for servicing, maintain­ 
ing and paying the interest on the 
investment is $95,566.32, and this is 
divided by 12,169. the number 
of 
connections in use in the city the 
resulting price of $7.65 will repre­ 
sent the cost per connection per 
year to the people of the city, the 
report adds. 
“We feel that if these figures re­ 
present a correct picture of the sit­ 
uation and we believe they do, and 
it is so agreed by council we would 
respectfully suggest that council es­ 
tablish a flat rate per connection 
per year for all connections outside 
of the city in line with these fig­ 
ures.”
